THE GREAT FIGHT. 


POTH ON 


SULLIVAN AND KILRAIN 
THE GROUND. 


THE DEPARTURE FROM NEW ORLEANS 


Every Movement of the Sluggers Watched— 
All Tickets to the Inner Ring Sold—High 
Prices Paid—Bulletius of the Fight. 


New Onrresns, July 7.—Kilrain aroso at 
about 9 o’clock this morning, after a most re- 
freshing sleep, and appeared bright and fresh. 
Fle was in excellent humor, and conversed 
freely with his attendants and those who came 
in to see him. He remained in his room dur- 
ing nearly the entire forenoon. About 11 
o'clock he came down to the gymuasium, 
where a large nimber of members cf the 
Southern Athletic club and their guests were 
assembled. Kilrain looked around the spa- 
cious hall, fanning himself, and appeared to 
be guite at his case. At noon Kilrain, Mitch- 
ell, Murphy and Pony Moore breakfasted 
at Mereau’s restaurant on Canal street, and 
then strolled about town, returning to the 
gymnasium at two o’clock. Kilrain’s condi- 
tion had visibly improved, and his eves were 
brighter, and his movements much moreactive 
than on the previous day. 

Mitchell appeared to be well contented with 
his man’s condition, and said: 

“If Sullivan don’t lick him in twenty min- 
aites he won’t do it in a month.” 

KILRAIN IN FINE CONDITION. 

Members of the club, some of whom were 
disappointed at his appearance on his arrival, 
changed their minds today and expressed 
themselves as astonished at his phy sient de- 
veloninent, - well as the improyement in his 
demeanor. Said one: 

“Tio’s “te most deceiving y man I ever saw. 
To look at him one would take him to be a 
Joose-jointed, round-shouldered fellow about 
five foot ten inches tall, w ith small chest, long 
arms and not at all athletic; yet you should see 
dim under excitement, as I did. His ferm 
appeared to lengthen fully three inches, his 
chest bulged out, his eye flashed and he sp- 
peared able to knock down a mule with his 
fists.’’ 

Kilrain acknowledged an introduction to 
those present inagraceful manner, and re- 
mained in excellent humor until the an- 
nouncement was made that carriages were in 
readiness totake the party out fora crive. 
Kilrain, Mitchel], Murphy, More, and others, 
then retired to their rooms and packed their 
grips. Ithad been given out that the party 
was going outto West End fora — and 
only the usual excitement was occasioned by 
the departure of Kilrain, <A large crowd was 
outside the gymnasium to watch for him, but 
this lias been the case since » his arrival. 

OFF FOR THE 

At 5:11 o'clock the par ty eh pln ed a carriage. 
There were three carriages in waiting, anda 
committee of the Southern Athletic club on- 
tored the other two. When Wilrsin and his 
companions appeared with their grips, it was 
geen that the party was bound for the 
sceno of the fight and not for West End. 
As Kilrain left the gymnasium, in reply to 
adieus of the club and wishes for hisSaie and 
speedy return, he said: 

“Good-bye, boys. I'll be back with you In & 
short time, and I’!] bring you good news.”’ 

The contideut words, ate te d siete 
were by asmile, and a look of determinatioc: 
evoked loud cheers. The party set out ee 
avere driven direct to the (jueen and Crescent 
depot. On arriving there, a train consisting of 
locomotive No. 17, a bayvage car aud two pas 
senger coaches, wasfoundin waiting. Iilrain 
and some of his friends took the other coach, 
and at four o’clock the train departed for the 
batiletield.

in the inner ring was so great this -morning 
that by 10 o'clock the entire capacity of the 
ting, eigi:t hundred seats, had been disposed 
of. Then speculators began to get in their 
work, and soon it beg: oO be whispered 
about thatinner ring tickets could be pur- 
chased from specnintors, at prices ranging 
from S25 to £40. Several tickets were dis- 
posed of at pr.ces midway between these fig- 
ures, but in one or two cascs the outside prices 
were paid. Colonel hk. H. Garrett, general 
southern passenger agent of Q@ucen and Cres- 
cent, csiimat = that there will bo 2,500 persons 
on the ground and that the gate receipts will 
approximate $50,000. Of this amount the 
railroad company only receives 32 a os et, 
say $5,000 in all. The remainder will %& 
divided between the ombinations, ohn 
first deducting expenses. The understand- 
ing is that if from any cause the fight 
is prevented, purchasers will get ail their 
money back but two dollars for actual railroad 
fare. 

Net proceeds of gate mouey wil be divided 
in the following proportions: Sixty per cent to 
the winner and forty per cent to the loser. 

GOSSIP AT THE HOTELS. 

The St. Charles hotel, which is directly ep- 
posite the Quoen and Crescent ticket office, is 
the accepted headqnarters of visiting sports, 
and its famous rotunda and piazza has been 
crowded all day with visiting pugilistic celeb- 
rities. Tom Allen, Joe Coburn, the St. Joe 
Kid, “srg a Mike Cleary and a multitude 
of other prominunt people were in the hotel 
during the day. 

Tomerrow’s fight was, of course, the pre- 
wailing topic of discussicn. Sullivan con- 
tinues the favorite, but public sentiment—that 
§s to say, public sentiment which is backed by 
principle and not money—is all in favor of 
Kilrain. ‘ihe genteei element of the commnu- 
nity are almost unanimously in favor of Kil- 
rain. They consider the Doston man pothing 
better than a brute and want toseehim 
whipped, but they are not inclined to back 
their preference. 

SULLIVAN'S APPETITE. 

Sullivan’s appetite is enormous. For break- 
fast he ate a good-sized broiled bass, five soft 
boiled eggs, a half loaf of graham bread, and 
half a dozen sliced tomatoes. The only liquid 
he took was a cup of tea. After breakfast

At Sullivan's headquarters today there was 
no departure from the usual air of quiet conti- 
dence. Among the visitors were Sheriff Mal- 
lov, Chief-of-Pol: ce Hughes, of Louisville; 
Jack Barnett, of New York, and Charles T. 
Jobnson, one of Sulliy an’s baekers. They 
were entertained in the parlor down stairs by 
Muldoon, while Sullivan remained in seclusion 
on the floor above. 

' A DIVFERENCE OF OPINION. 

There is sono conflict of opinion as to Kil- 
rain’s conditicn. Semethink he is too fat; 
Others too lean. An Associated Press reporter 
asked Tom Allen, the fam 10us pugilist, for his 
opinion.

**T am for } Silrain, Iiis condition is good, 
but I would like him better if he were not so 
fat. I like to see clicek bones sticking out.” —

Kilrain too light,and Allen thinks him too 
heavy. Everybody is also of the same mind,

Roanoke, Va., JwWy 7.—The bones, repre- 
senting all that remains of what is supposed 
were fourteen or fifteen persons who were 
killed and burned to death in the iate wreck 
on the Norfolk and Western railroad, near 
Thaxieons, have been buricd in two ceffins in 
the city cemetery of Roanoke. The bodies of 
Cc. W. Steed, of Cleveland, Tenn., and little 
Pattie Carringion, of Riclnnend, Va., were 


positively identified, and were sent to their 


friends for interment. Mr. Steed’s body was 
the only one not mutilated or burned. Memo- 
rial services for the dead were held this aiter- 
noon at the First Presbyterian church @n this 
city.

BERLIN CONFERENCE 


Departure of the tmerican Sailors—Cheered 
by the Natives—Giits f:om the United 
States to the Brave Natives. 


Apia, Samoa, June

2 22, per steamer Alameda

York Asscciated Press. ]—The oceanic steamer 
Alstaade touched at Apia and took away nine 
officers and sixty men of the United States 
frigate Trenton, who were left here when ae 
Steamer Rockton sailed for San Francisco last 
month with 450 survivors of the recent hurri- 
cane. Admiral Kimberly and his two staif 
oflicers, Lieutenants Rittenhouse and Meriam 
and five men will remainin Apia. The admi- 
ralstates that the department had probably 
issued orders under the impression that the 


United States man-of-war Alert was here, but 


as there was no American wer vessel at Apia, 
he did not care to abandon the place entirely. 
The admiral intends to remain here until the 
arrival of an American man-of-war wheu he 
will probably use her for a flag ship. 

Assoon asthe mail, which had been re- 
ceived by the Mariposa, arrived here Lieuten- 

ant Graham, oftlcer in command, went to the 
barracks -and read°a dispatch to the men, an- 
nouncing the fact that they were to return this 
arrived today the 
mcn and bagzage were placed abeard. 
CHEERING THE AMERICANS, 

Inaf hours a number of native boats 
went out to the steamer, and hundreds of na- 
tives stood on the shore and gave the Ameri- 
‘an sailors a parting cheer. During the last 
six weeks the Samoan islands have enjeyed a 
period of quict such as has not been known 
formonths before. Native parties -virtually 
declared a truce early in May, and since that 
time the political situation of the country has 
assumed a peaceful aspect. ‘The only man-of- 
war hereisthe German gun-boat Wolil, which 
arrived from New Zealand June 15.

There was some deubt as to whether 
or not the shooting was accidental, so Voight 
was detained by a guard of Americans until 
the German consul was notified of the attatr, 
The consul held aninvestigation atterwards, 
and discharged the man.

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Peddilers in Wagons on yee Siete the 


Fish are Caught. 
THOMASVILLE, Ga., July 7.—{Special.]- 
Fis sh wagons are appearing onthe streets of 

homasville These wagons are famuliar 
sights in the ‘tow ms near the gulf coasts and 
along tlie sagan highways. They are covered 
with white canvas and are filled with fish, 
which are peddied out at five cents a piece. 


The fish are general! y of the variety known as 
mulict, and are taken in the fall by sciners on 
ths gui if coast of Florida by the in fillion. The 
fish peddlers buy them from the fishermen at 
about two cents each in the round: i.e, , in the 
fresh state. They are then salted, or ex waee 
down, inthe wagon bodies, and then the fish 
merchant begins his journey. At this scason 
of the year, mullet are iostly caught in gil 
nets, asthey swim low down and are not in 
schools. Everybody buys these salt mullct, as 
they are really very good fish and very cheap.

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Georgia Melons, 

The Albany News and Advertiser, in 
singing a deserved pian to the Georgia 
watermelon, gives some very interesting 
facts and figures. 

In the section round about Albany the 
trop this season has been exceptionally 
good, Within a radius of fifteen miles of that 
thriving city the melons shipped have aver- 
aged twenty-five pounds in weight. 

The counties of Dougherty, 
Mitchell, the News and Advertiser says, 


will ship more than a million and a half’ 
melous that will probably net to the grower‘ 


anaverage of seven and a half cents for 
each melon in the markets of the north. 

This means that the sum of $125,000 will 
go into the three counties named at a time 
when money is most needed, and when no 
other crop would bring it.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle in its 
weekly rsview of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 2,477 bales, 
against 1,061 bales last week and 3,301 bales 
the previous weck; making the total re- 
ceipis since the first of September, 1888, 
5,490,138 bales, against 5,441,909 bales for 
the same period of 1557-8, showing an _ in- 
erease since September 1, 15858, of 48,229 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach-a total of 
16,017 bales, of which 11,754 were to Great 
Britain, and 4,263 to the rest of the conti- 
tinent. The total sales for forward delivery 
for the week are 202,100 bales. For imme- 
diate delivery the total sales foot up 9,222 
bales, including 2,073 for export, 7,149 for 
consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 24,000 bales, Thero is an increase 
in the cotton in sight of 85,514 bales as 
compared with the same date of 1888, a de- 
crease or 302,664 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1587, and a de- 
crease of 281,084 bales as compared with 
Aes6. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 2,204 bales, and are 23,083 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
2,447 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September 1, the receipts at 
all the towns are 63,937 bales more than for 
the same time in 1887-88. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, 5,490,819 bales; i 
1887-85 were 5,464,040; in 1856-87, were 
6,184,596. Although the receipts at the 
outports the past week were 2,477 bales, the 
actual movement titi the plantations was 
only S4 bales, the balance being taken from 
she stocks of the interior towns, 

The decrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 18,087 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1886-87 is 400,- 
295 bales and the increase over 1585-86 is 
883,987 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
fn cotton for future delivery at New York 
has been light, and the fluctuations as a rule 
have been within comparatively narrow 
limita This — vptions have declined,

owingto “‘long’”’ selling, while the general 
tendency of the next crop months has been 
slightly upward. On Monday there was an 
— of twoto four points, owing to a 
isc at Liverpool and some. disposition to 
seaial the rainfall at the south as rather 
excessive. 

On Tuesday, however, there was’a decline 
of two tofour points in the options for this 
crop, largely owing to liberal selling of 
August on southern orders, though there 
wasa rally later, and next crop options 
advanced slightiy. On Wednesday there 
Was an early sdvance, due to arise in Liver- 
pool, but heavy southern selling caused a 
reaction, wiich left this crop four.to five 
points lower at the close, while next crop 
months receded only one totwoa points. 
Thursday was a holiday—Independence 
Day. 

Friday there was an early advance of six 
to seven points in response toa rise of J-G4d. 
at Liverpool, but at the advance a renewal 
of “‘long’”’ liquidation of August set in, the 
sclling, it is understood, being for southern 
account. The early advance was lost, and 
a moderate decline followed. 

Clearing — er at the south contributed 
in a mcasure to the depression. Cotton on 
the spot has been in good demand at an 
advance of ic., closing at 114c. for middling 
uplands. ‘The business has been mainly for 
home consumption, owing to the scarcity of 
the better grades, which are most desired by 
exporters. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
the south indicate that ina number of dis- 
tricts in Texas and elsewhere the rainfall 
has been excessive and that in northern 
Texas some crops have been submerged by 
the overflowing of the rivers. Otherwise 
the plant is developing well, but dry weather 
is desirable, 

The regular monthly crop report for the 
Memphis district, which embraees west 
Tenuessee and north Mississippi, north 
Arkansas and north Alabama, was issued 
July 1. It shows that the w eather during 
June was in the main favorable for cotton. 
The complaint is general of too much rain 
and crops are badly inthe grass, Stands 
asarule are very irregular; the early is 
good, but late planting of cotton was affected 
by the drouth which prevailed during May, 
and the result is that fully one-half of the 
crop is late, generally about two weeks later 
than last year. 

The imperfect stands, taken together with 
the lateness of the crop, and the unfavora- 
ble weather that prevailed during the month, 
tuakes the outlook anything but fav orable 
for the cotton crop. 

The plant is reported small, and backward 


_in forming, while blooms are very scarce. 


Of 302 correspondents, 70 report lands 
planted in cotton having been abandoned 
owing to imperfect stands and continuous 
rains. ‘The majority of thesa reports of 
abandoned lands come from Tennessee, 
where the weather has been most unfavora- 
ble, and crops are in the poorest condition. 
Arkansas has the most favorable outlook, 
with Mississip pir ranking second,

The Old @uestion, 

Iicwis it possible to discuss the negro 
problem with those who not only do not 
understand it, but persistently refuse to be 
enlightened onthe subject? How can the 
southern people expect their attitudes and 
their motives to be fairly or justly dealt 
with by those who insist on regarding the 
situation here as a political and partisan 
affair to be used as furnishing grist to the 
mill that grinds out sectionalism? The 
northern republican papers, under pretense 
of discussing the future of the negro, strive 
to make political capital out of the matter, 
and what is really a momentous quéstion to 
both races and to the whole country, is 
dragged through the mud at the tail-end of 
a political procession. 

Here, for instance, is the Boston Adver- 
tiser, a journal that is intelligent on every 
other subject, revamping an old theory that 
has long ago been exploded. 
on an article in the current issue of the 
North American Review on ‘‘The Negro 
Intellect,”’ the Advertiser says: ‘‘In short, 
the conclusion is unavoidable that slavery 
itself has not crushed all the good out of 
the negro, and that since he has attained 
freedom he has improved with great 
rapidity.”’ 

Here the inference {s that slavery 
crushed a great deal of good out of 
the negro, though it did not crush all; and 
this statement, with its inference, is made 
inthe face of the fact that slavery has 


proved to be the ealvation of the negro race 


in more ways than one. Such negroes as 
Bishop Turner (who, by the way, ip amuch 
abler man intellectually than Kredcrick 
Douglass) are now able to look back on 
slavery and to perceive in its existence and 
in its results the hand of Providence. 

Dr. Mayo, of Boston, who is a sincerer 
friend of the negro than any professional 
republican, says that the institution of 
slavery Wasa great university in which the 
negro race Oonthis continent received their 
preliminary discipline, training and educa- 
tion. W hen, some years ago, ‘lire ConsTI- 
TUTION made alike statement in reply to 
the Boston Herald, that paper refused to 
discuss the question on the ground that our 
suggestion placed the whole question ona 
plane far above ordinary politics, 

THE CONSTITUTON insisted then and it 
insists now that the discussion and settle- 
ment 
beyond ordinary party politics. It will 
never be settled by the outside pressure that 
the north has brouchbt to bear on the south 
through the medium of unscrupulous politi- 
cians. : 

As to the intellect of the negro, there is 
perhaps more to be said than the Boston 
Advertiser is willing to admit. When we 
see negroes like Bishop Turner more en- 
lightened than the average editors of repub- 
lican newspapers, the outlook strikes us as 
very hopeful indeed.

It Takes Place at New Orleans Early This Morning 
—Different Views from Different Men—Who Will 


Re the Champion? 


Sallivan or Kilrain ? 

The two names were heard on every side 
yesterday. Merchants, manufactarers, law- 
yers, doctors, book-keepers, clerks, all were 
gossiping about the great fight. Nine-tenths 
of the male pcpulation of Atlanta is interested 
in the fight, and not a few of the fair sex are 
wondering which will win. 

Isn’t it a curious spectacle, this of sixty 
million people allowing their attention to be 
absorbed by what can only be a brutal exhibi- 
tion of the brute strength of two men? Yet 
that’s all itis; all itcan be. The newspapers 
are full of it and the people talk of what the 
newspapers print. 

Apparently greater interest is taken in this 
fight than any of modern times. Why is it? 
There is nothing in the fight tocall forth patri- 
otic sentiment, and not more than a few thou~ 
sand persons can hope to see it. Then why? 

This fight is the crisis in the career of one 
who is certainly a pugilistic wonder. It will 
make or break Jchn L, Suilivan. 

What a remarkable career this 1an 
Sullivan has had! It is remarkable 
because of the many easy victories. He hes 
won victories which came-almost for the ask- 
ing. 

First with Ryan—this was the championship 
fight—an easy victory in a few minutes. Then 
a series of glove contests against people who 
were :cared before they entered thering. Then 
the Jein Smith fight when, -with a broken 
arm, Sullivan fought toadraw. Al) easy but 
the last. His prowess is unquestioned ; can he 
whip Kilrain ? 

Had iilrain suggested, four years ago, that 
he would one day face Sullivan he would have 
been :esarded as wild. Nobody would have 
bicked HKilrain then: tcday he has hcs‘s of 
friends who think heis the b-tter man. He 
has shown that he can stand any amount of 
punishment, and that he is scientific and can 
give back. 

Atlanta seems to favor Sullivan. The old 
bellef that he is invincible has a strong hold 
with ‘Atlanta and sporting -enthusiasts. Iil- 
rain is comparitively unknown to. the 
people here, and they back Sullivan on the 
strength of that reputation. 

Will that pull him through ? 

And if not, will anybedy be sorry ? 

“Yeu cant teil me that a drunkard like Sul- 
livan can train a few weeks and be in good 
condition,’’ said an Atlanta gentleman last 
night. “It is my experience that no 
faith can be put in these reports 
of the mapnegers and seconds and ofiicers 
of this kind, They say Sullivan

and all that, but nobedy believes it.’’ 

If Sullivan is in anything like his old time 
condition he will win. He has, however, alot 
of tricksters to deal with and they will do all 
In their power to see that he gets the worst of 
it. Bot ifthe day dawns bright and the man 
from Boston isn’t drugged andisn’t sick, it 
will go hard with Wilrain. 

On the other hand, Kilrain may be able to 
withstand the onslaughts of that terrible 
right. If he is able to do so for ten rounds his 
reputation as a fighter is made, and each sue- 
ceeding round will increase Kilrain’s chances 
for success. . 

Betting has been quite lively in this city. 
Bets of S100 to £8U and 875 on Snublivan 
were not taken vesterday, though frequently 
offered. Smaller bets of about the same odds 
were numerous, however, and a good deal of 
Atlanta money will change hands on the 
result.

He said that achiid born of upright Chris- 
tian porents was unauestionably better 
equipped for the battle of life and surer of 
ultimate triumph and reward than one whose 
parcnis were godless and unrighteous. 

“Por,” he continued, ‘tthe Bible itself tells 
ms tliat the sins of the father shall be visited 
upon the son to the third and fourth genera- 
tion, and assures a reward to those who keep 
the law of the Lord and walk therein.”’ 

He gave several striking illustrations of the 
ad and influence of precept on a child’s 
ife, aud urged that parents consider well what 
they set up to their children as models. Many 
men committed sins and indulged in vice which 
they thovght nobody knew or would ever find 
out, but he argued that even though they were 
never discovercd, their influence was bound to 
be felt-on the offspring, and the punishment of 
the Lord would just as-surely be visited on 
them as though the sins were open and aboev 

ard. 

In speaking of the individual responsibility 
of man, Dr. Smith said that there was no in- 
fluence imaginable that could be invoked to 
Shield man from his Maker when the day of 
reckoning was at hand; that the letter I was 
the most significant word the human tonzue 
could utter. It stood out in awful prominence, 
and was symbalic of the isclation ef the indi- 
vidual in his relation to God and man. 

He touched upon the practical side of the 
question, and said that a man’s conscience 
Wasathing which no human agency could 
reach to prevent it from smiting him for his 
sins. Some were willing to undergo the pun- 
ishmentof couscicnee to gratify their desires 
and tastes. but so surely as they did chastise- 
spent was sure to fellow.

DEAD BUT NOT BURIED. 


THE HOPRIBLE LIFE OF CONVICTS 
IN THE SIBERIAN MINLS. 
Ecenes of Suffering Graphically Described 
by an Eye-Witness—Living and Dying in 
Chains—The Half Has Never Leen Teoid. 

rom the Boston Advertiser. 

Mr. Ale: kander Paranoff, who was a Russian 
ermy ofiicer, and who was sentenced to Sibcria 
for alleved complicity in revolutionary 
schemes, spoke to a reporter yesterday as f{ol- 
lows 

‘Were it not for the charity of the people of 
Russia and Siberia no convict would ever live 
to see the end of his journey. The charities of 
the City of Moscow, from which so many pris- 
oners start for Siberia, are great. It 
is ‘the ocnstoin of the convicts to 
choose one of their own nuinber as 
foreman when about to start on their long 
journey. When our company of &%inen and 
women, escorted by the soldiers with fixed 
bayonets, left Moscow our fereman went up 
and down the lines of people gathered to wit- 
ness our departs ure. He collected alms from 
the crowd, the money being put into bags and 
carried along to the first station, where it was 
Civided. The amount collected was so great 
that every man had §27, 

“The government dces not interfere with 
this alms-giving on the part of the people. 
In every little town through which you pass 
each Villager takes off his hat, and crosses 
himself, and throws in a nenny for the benefit 
of the ‘peor unfortunate,’ as the convicts are 
termed by the people. 

“All that the American peop!le have hoard 
and read about the sufferings endured by the 
prisoners exiled to Siberia is true. The halt 
has never been tolJd. The soldiers in Siberia 
have a name for the convicts which weil ex- 
presses their condition. It may be translated 
freely as ‘ycu are dead but not buried.’ This 
isthe truth. Iltis a iiving death. 

“The women prisoners at the mines were 

employed in scrubbing, washing, and clothes 
making. The delicately nurtared ladies among 
them who were political ofienders did not 
generally live long. 

“Some of the severities practiced upon con- 
victs in Siberia are justified,it must be said. 
ote of the convicts are the worst sort of 
humanity, including murderers, thieves 
hi; erbeyme ny and ali Minds of offenders. We 
had one murderer in our coummunity who had 
killed twenty-seven men. 

‘The political prisoners were forced to 
mingle with this class of convicts, some of 
them the dregs of huinanity. In our company 
of SCO which left Moscow, there were forty- 
eight political prisoners, four of whom were 
women, Sixtcen of us were the oflicers of the 
Shieselburg regiment, who had been court- 
martialed for alleged coinplicity with Polish 
conspirators. Three of us oflicers stuck to- 
gether and worked together. and finally es- 
caped together. I do not know what ever 
became of the others. I suppose they are all 
dead by now. 

“There is only one chance in 100 of ever get- 
ting back to Russia when one is once sent to 
Siberia, for if a convict is suspected of having 
further politic cal schemes it destroys his hope 
of a pardon. 

‘Many of! the convicts, as I have said. are 
desperate nen. Were is a storv of the revenge 
soinc Of them took upen a Siberian who had 
murdered so:ne of theix number. This Siberian 
was one of the Siongolian race called Bratski, 
and he had a farin about 200 versts from Ner- 
chinsk. Itlayinthe way by which convicts 
escaping from the mines generally passed. The 
region was n 10: ily a dry desert, but this 
Bratski farmer had a good well cf water which 
attracted the convicts, especially the green 
ones Who had never hea
